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DETAILED ACTION 

Information Disclosure Statement 

The examiner considered the information disclosure statement (IDS) submitted on July 
18, 2005. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 14-40 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claim 14, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a sighting telescope with in 
inner tube and an outer tube with one or more leaf springs extending in the radial direction 
between the inner and outer tube to provide a restoring force against operating elements arranged 
to displace the inner tube, the outer tube having an enlarged diameter in the region of the 
operating elements and the internal diameter of the outer tube in the enlarged diameter region 
comprising at least 95% of the minimum external diameter of the outer tube. 

Regarding claim 24, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a sighting telescope with in 
inner tube and an outer tube with one or more leaf springs extending in the radial direction 
between the inner and outer tube to provide a restoring force against operating elements arranged 
to displace the inner tube, wherein the leaf spring is supported in at least three offset places on 
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the outer tube and at least two offset places on the inner tube wherein two of the support places 
on the inner tube are arranged opposite one of the operating elements and a third support place of 
the leaf spring is situated on a bisector angle subtended by the two other support places on the 
inner tube. 

Regarding claim 3 1, the prior art fails to teach or suggest a sighting telescope with in 
inner tube and an outer tube with one or more leaf springs extending in the radial direction 
between the inner and outer tube to provide a restoring force against operating elements arranged 
to displace the inner tube, a first spring segment having a central portion and two outer portions 
adjoining to either side, the outer portions curved by the same amount in opposite directions, a 
second segment extending to one side from the central portion and curved corresponding to the 
internal diameter of the outer tube and a third segment running from an outer edge of the second 
segment in a direction toward the central portion of the first segment near where it joins the 
second segment, curved in the same direction as the second segment but with greater curvature 
and thereafter curved in an opposite direction. 

The remaining claims depend from claims 14, 24 and 31 and are allowable for the same 
reasons.
